If you were a member of the 
Salem Board of Education seeking 
to slash $155,312 off the cost of the 
new Salem 
senior 
high 
school 
would you: 


1. Save the money by cutting 
down on the quality of the building 
through use of less-expensive ma­ 
terials. 
2. Save the money by reducing 
the number of rooms from the 
building. 
3. Or begin construction with 
the funds at hand, and in 1958, 
when part of the construct i o n 
bonds have been retired, ask Salem 
residents to vote additional money 
to complete the work. 
A fourth alternative, made up 
of a combination of the first two, 
using cheaper materials and trim­ 
ming the size of the building, might 
also be a solution. 
Board 
members , 
Supt. 
of 
Schools E. S. Kerr and Sc h o o 1 
Business Manager Darrell M. Fad- 
ely are wrestling with the problem 
today, hunting a quick solution. 
Time is somewhat a factor because 
the board opened bids on the new 
school Dec. 19 and must let con­ 
tracts within 30 days if it does 
not wish to re-aefvertise for bids. 
Board members met last night 
and will confer again next Mon­ 
day. 
Confer With Contractors 
Last evening the board, Kerr, 
and Fadely met with two of the 
low bid contractors on the pro­ 
ject and the school architect to dis­ 
cuss the situation. It was disclos­ 
ed that miscellaneous expenditures 
to date have consumed $171,149 
of the $2,585,000 bond issue ap­ 
proved by the voters in Novem­ 
ber, 1955.

We do no t think President Eisenho wer can' 
be u naware o f so mething pretty sad that will 
be painfu lly ev ident at the beginning o f his 
^eco nd term. 


The ro sy illu sio n o f bu dget-cu tting and tax - 
redu ctio n that made his co u ntry men happy fo u r 
y ears ago when a new man with new ideas 
stepped into the White Ho u se has v anished. 
In its place is the du ll-gray reality o f an ev er­ 
gro wing bu dget and no ho pe o f tax redu ctio n. 
At the beginning o f Dwight Eisenho wer’s sec­ 
o nd term, spo kesmen fo r his administratio n 
speak sternly o f higher co st o f defense, mo re 
fo reign aid, mo re help fo r lo cal go v ernment, 
mo re mo ney fo r ato mic pro grams, mo re relief 
fo r farm ers, mo re mo ney fo r ev ery bo dy — bu t 
rio t o ne shred o f co mfo rt lo r tax pay ers! The 
spenders are back in the saddle. 
While the bu dget has been balanced after a 
fashio n, the balancing 
has 
no t 
raised 
any 
pro spect o f tax redu ctio n. It has been achiev ed 
by u sing additio nal receipts fro m tax es im­ 
po sed o n a gro wing co u ntry to co v er the addi­ 
tio nal co sts o f ex panding go v ernment. 
The co sts can be ju stified in the v iews o f 
tho se with special needs and o pinio ns. Bu t fo nd 
dream s o f millio ns o f peo ple who lo o ked fo r­ 
ward fo u r y ears ago to a tu rnabo u t in go v ­ 
ernment

shattered. 
They 
tho u ght the sav ers were go ing to hav e a big 
inning. 


It didn’t happen. It nev er will happen no w. 
Perhaps it co u ld no t hav e happened any way . 
Bu t in the first day s o f 195 3, while the co u ntry 
awaited the inau gu ratio n o f a new president 
With a new idea abo u t spending and tax ing, 
the illu sio n persisted that pending 
co u ld 
be 
cu rtailed and tax es cu t; that inflatio n co u ld be 
stemmed; that the pu rchasing po wer o f mo ney 
co u ld be stabilized; that the sav ers co u ld o u st 
the spenders. 


Sav ing will no t be mentio ned in 195 7. Spend­ 
ing is rising at least as fast as tax rev enu es 
are increasing. Inflatio n is a real threat. The 
pu rchasing po wer o f mo ney is shrinking, after 
hav ing been lev eled o ff fo r three y ears. The 
spenders are back in the saddle and riding high.

It is a sad co mmentary o n the 
difficu lties in co ndu cting interna 
tio nal relatio ns these day s that the 
petty partisans in Co ngress — and 
so me o f them abro ad — to o k the 
po sitio n that Secretary Du lles had 
sto pped the Aswan Dam nego tia­ 
tio ns to o “abru ptly .” 


Beyond Reach

IF THE FULL STORY is ev er 
disclo sed it will rev eal that Am­ 
erica was mu ch mo re patient du r­ 
ing that perio d o f Nasser’s attempt 
at do u ble-dealing than it sho u ld 
hav e been and that the breako ff o f 
the Aswan Dam nego tiatio ns was a 
wise mo v e becau se it serv ed no ­ 
tice that the United States wo u ld 
no t fu rnish eco no mic aid to tho se 
who were play ing ball with the 
Co mmu nists. 
The pu blic no tice may hav e been 
su dden bu t Nasser knew a lo ng 
time befo rehand that he had mo rt­ 
gaged his reso u rces to an ex tent 
which made it impo ssible to grant 
the lo an. 
Then Nasser to re u p the Treaty 
o f 18 8 8 and seized the Su ez Canal. 
The su bsequ ent nego tiatio ns to try 
to so lv e this new pro blem fo u nd 
America and Britain striv ing to 
find so me way to internatio nalize 
the waterway . 
Secretary Du lles was co nv inced 
it had to be do ne thro u gh direct

Ameri­ 
ca was in the midst o f a presi­ 
dential campaign and this enco u r­ 
aged so me British o fficials to be­

No twithstanding the v ery diffi­ 
cu lt po sitio n in which any admin­ 
istratio n is placed du ring a pres- 
idental campaign when impo rtant 
pro blems arise in fo reign po licy , 
the United States made it cry stal 
clear that it was o ppo sed to the 
u se o f fo rce in handling the Su ez 
qu estio n.
